The Dependent Pension Bill. - 
The action of Preailent Cleveland 'In 


' vetoing the Dependent Pension bill andljhe 
'accompatiying messagf will cause muph 
indignation among the veterans. 
It Is 


only a few weeks sincn that he attached 
hia"signature to the Mexican War Pension 
'bill, the text of which s given elsewhere, 
and it is difficult to understand how he can 
reconcile his attitude toward the two 
measures, his objections to the vetoed bill 
applying with much greater force to the 
bill which received Ms approval. Tbe 
bill returned to the Eouse without the 
President's signature w»s calculated to af- 
ford relief to veterans o[ the late war wio 
are co-day dependent, sn the charity of 
others through no faaltof- their onjn. 
There are thousands ol men, who, whsn 
the country was In need of their services 
responded to the call, ihat are now sub- 
jects of private or pub Ic charity. These 
men are to be deprived }J the assistance of 
the Government they helped to preserve; 
but by the terms of th 3 measure readily 
approved by Mr. Clevel ind men who were 
at the same time eneaged in an unholy re- 
bellion to destroy the Government are to 
become the beneficiaries of its bounty, the 
great- r portion of the iien who are to re- 
ceive the benefits of the Mexican Pension 
bill having afterward joined the Confeder- 
acy. Whatever faults fxist in'framing the 
bill are chargeable solely tothe Democrat- 
ic chairman of the Uuuse Committee on 
Pensions, who drafted It and forced it 
through the'House under a suspension of 
the rules without pernitting any amend- 
ment. The friends of the soldier^" were 
compelled to take that or" nothing. Fur- 
thermore the tone of the President's mes- 
sage is exceedingly offensive, casting as- \ 
persions upon the honesty of pension 'claim- 
ants which will be just y resented by the 
veterans, who, unlike Mr. Cleveland, went 
forth to battle for the Union. By this 
veto President Cleveland has almost bru- 
tally stricken down the only measure that 
coul'd be secured in this Democratic House 
for the relief fonaged and destitute parents 
who- gave their sons to save the country, 
and for disabled Union veterans,thousands 
of whom to the disgrace of the Nation are 
now .in the alms houses. The animus hay 
be found In the declaration of an ex-Con- 
federate Congressman that' the vetb ' in- 
sures a Solid South. 


Legislation Needed. 


Th e recent exposure of the medical 


quaqkeiy practiced in this State would 
seeni to call for some general legislation 
regardina: this Important question. The 
Portland Press pertinently cites the lact 
that while we have stringent laws on our 
Statute books forbidding druggists to 
cpmpound medicines unless they have a 
certificate of competency from the Phar- 
macy Com cission, these quacks are al- 
lowed to compound and prescribe drugs 
without any restriction. The subject is 
one requiring the attention- of our law 
makers with a view.of putting an end to 
this imposition on the public, for as the 
Press well says: "Themedical profession 
is the one which fur beyond all others re- 
quires education and skill."

Representatives of the United Stites of Amer- 
ica in Congress assembled, ThaC the Secre- 
tary of the Interior be. and ha is hereby, 
authorized 'and directed to p »ce on the 
pension-roll the names of i the surviving of- 
dcers|ana enlisted men, including marines, 
militu, and volunteers, of/the military and 
Dijval services of (he United States, who 
being duly enlisted, actually served sixty 
days with the Army or Navy o- the United 
States in Mexico, or on the coasts of fron- 
tier thereof, or en route thereto, in the war 
with tharj nation, or were actually engaged 
In a battle iu said war, and were honorably 
dii.-harged. and to such other officers Knd 
soldiers ajnd sailors as may have been per- 
sonally named in any resolution ofCongrcsa 
for a^y specific service in sale war, aid 
the Surviving widow o|t silch officers and 
enlisted .rrjen : Provided, That such widows 
have not ijemarried: frovided, That every 
such officer, enlisted man, or widow who 
is brl majy become sixty-two years of age, 
Or who' is or may become su jjeet to any 
disabilicyjor dependency equivalent to some 
cause prescribed or recognized by the pen- 
sion laws of the United!
